CHICAGO (AP) — Rain swept 
across the eastern half of the 
United States, somewhat easing 
one of the most severe autumn 
droughts in history, but many 
areas continued to battle brush 
fires and to seek emergency 
water supplies 
Rainfall over much of the 
Midwest 
dampened 
charred 
fields and forests, but in the 
East water supplies dwindled 
and 
intermittent 
precipitation 
did little to alleviate serious 
drought conditions and fires in 
woodland areas. 
Substantial 
showers 
moved 
over Southern Illinois, wetting 
the area where fires destroyed 
some 15.000 acres of timber this 
fall. It ended a 48-day rainless 
span for Cairo in the southern 
tip of Illinois. 
Rain in Indiana broke a 19- 
day drought, and a four-day ban 
on outdoor fires was lifted 
Rain fell throughout Ohio, but 
the U.S. Weather Bureau said it 
wasn’t enough to alter the dry 
situation plaguing south-central 
and southwestern counties and 
threatening forests there. 
New England, which has suf­ 
fered through its worst autumn 
drought in history, had some 
relief 
Connecticut received only OI 
Inch of rain. but officials said it 
was enough to reduce the dan­ 
ger of brush and forest fires 
Maine and New Hampshire 
received some snow, but offi­ 
cials said more precipitation is 
needed to bring the water table' 
up to seasonal levels An inch of

Japan Secs The Sea Dragon 


As time ticks on and everybody learns 
to know the Japanese better, admiration 
for their sterling qualities increases. 
Among the things they do well is stu­ 
dent demonstrations like the demonstra­ 
tions last week against the U S. nuclear- 
powered 
submarine Seadragon 
Every­ 
thing went 
like 
clockwork. 
Thousands 
turned out and put on a first-class riot. 


The Seadragon carries no nuclear weap­ 
ons. Its mission was friendly. But it con­ 
tains a nuclear power plant, which is the 
only excuse needed for a student demon­ 
stration. It is doubtful if there was even 
a mental connection in the demonstrators' 
minds between nuclear propulsion and the 
nuclear explosions that jarred imperial 
Japan out of its military madness. 
There wouldn't have to be a connection. 
The presence of anything American is 
enough to trigger a student demonstration 
in Japan. Britain, Italy, France, or India. 
The only notable thing about Japanese 
students Is their ability to excel In this 
Their 
riots 
are 
triumphs 
of planned 
disorder 
There is never a false move or a wasted 
motion In a Japanese student demonstra­ 
tion 
Everything is done in a classical 
manner as though the demonstration had 
been arranged by a choreographer. Even 


sound effects are systematically rendered 
It is not necessary to understand what 
the demonstration is about, only to under­ 
stand that when the signal is given to 
start the procedure that it should be car­ 
ried out to the letter When it is all over, 
everybody disperses and goes home with a 
sense of work well done and an assign­ 
ment carried out with dispatch and honor. 
The whole thing, viewed objectively, is 
reminiscent of what was going on in 
Japan in 1852 when Commodore Matthew 
C Perry arrived to win friendship for the 
United Stales The coal-burning vessels of 
the U S. Navy and the Yankees who 
manned them were unwelcome Later, of 
course, the Japanese were to become the 
world's No I naval power, which is some­ 
thing to wonder about in these early years 
of the nuclear era

ucational opportunities.” 
The court declared that In 


separate children from others 
of similar age and qualifications 
just because of their race “ gen­ 


erates a feeling of inferiority as 
to their status in the commun­ 


ity.” 
In some cities in the North 
the local authorities have under 
taken to use bus transportation 
so as to transfer students from 
one neighborhood to another in 
order to achieve a kind of racial 
balance It has been the subject 
of court litigation by protesting 
parents of stgae pupils 


Little attention, however, has 
been given to the supplementary 
opinion of the Supreme Court of 
the United States rendered in 
May 1955, which said that the 
courts may consider transporta 
hon systems and the “ revision 
of school districts and attend 
anre areas into compact units 
to achieve a system of determm 
ing admission to the 
public 
schools on a nonracial basis, 
and revision of local laws and 
regulations which may be ne­ 
cessary in solving the foregoing 
problems.” 


The Supreme Court might. <4 
course, take it upon itself to 
determine how an “ attendance 
area” should be defined 
This 
could mean that in the District 
of Columbia, for instance, school 
children would be authorized lo 
cross state lines and claim the 
right to attend schools in near­ 
ly Maryland and Virginia 


The voters in the district can­ 
not by themselves bring about 
racial balance in the school* 
They are dependent upon the 
president and members of Con­ 
gress, but in this year’s cam­ 
paign 
#he 
Democratic party 
scored an overwhelming major­ 
ity in the country with the argu­ 
ment that it was interested in 
civil rights and equal opportun 
ity and an adherence to what 
has been called

If one talks with any 
student of KLHS. he will find 
that the students, who will he 
responsible for a good deal of 
the cost themselves, will testify 
to the poor conditions of th e 
buildings 
It is a well - known 
fact at KLHS that the Central 
Building is dangerous in many 
ways 
The third floor of the 
Central Building was rondemned 
many years ago. The fire es­ 
capes are more of a menace 
than a help. 


The classes in the rear of the 
second floor must move down 
fire escapes which are four stor­ 
ies high If fire would begin in 
the Central Building, no student 
or teacher on the second floor 
would have the slimmest rhanre 
of 
escaping — the 
building 
would go up in an instant 
In reference 
to the 
plush 
buildings'. I do not think that 
it is too much to ask that we 
conduct classes in a building in 
which the plaster stays on the

The complaint was fjl^d by 
Fred Talbot. 827 W 9th St., who 
said a motorist headed north on 
Lisbon St cannot turn right onto 
W. 9th St. without making a 
wide swing that

across the center line. 


THERE TS danger of a turn­ 
ing car being hit bv oncoming 
traffic or being struck from the 
rear, Talbot said. 
“ I know it’s against the law 
to cross the center line, but ifs 
the only way you can make the 
♦urn,” Talbot told Council. “ I 
have escaped a crash narrowly 
there several times.” 
Talbot 
also 
complained 
of 
speeding on the Lisbon St. hill.
